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CLAIMS 

1 . A boat comprising: 

a hull having a deck; 

a superstructure which is above the deck and includes a cabin having a door 
5 leading thereinto from the deck and a coaming up at least part of a side of the door; 
a housing attached to the superstructure inside the cabin by the door; and 
an elongate display device which has first and second opposite ends and a 
display screen and is slidably mounted on a sliding mechanism inside the housing and 
the coaming such that the display screen is hidden and the first end of the display 
10 device is within the coaming and the second end is within the housing, wherein the 
display device is slidable out of the coaming and at least partially out of the housing so 
as to expose the display screen for viewing. 

2. A boat according to Claim 1, wherein the sliding mechanism incorporates a 
15 latch which is releasable by pushing on the second end and biasing means for sliding 

out the unlatched display device to expose the display screen. 

3. A boat according to Claim 1 or 2, wherein the cabin includes a horizontal 
surface below the housing, and the display device is arranged to slide out just above 

20 the surface without touching the surface. 

4. A boat according to any preceding claim, wherein the coaming curves into the 
cabin in the upward direction and the housing in the sliding direction of the display 
device is deeper at the bottom of the housing than at the top of the housing.

5. A boat according to Claim 4, wherein the housing is generally triangular when 
viewed perpendicular to the sliding direction of the display device. 
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6. A boat according to any preceding claim, wherein the display device is 
arranged to slide fully out of the housing. 
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7. A boat according to any preceding claim, wherein the sliding mechanism is 
provided on a rear face of the display device remote from a front face which has the 
display screen. 

5 8. A boat according to Claim 7, wherein the rear face of the display device faces 
an adjacent cabin wall or window when the display device is extended into the cabin. 

9. A boat substantially as herein described with reference to, or with reference to 
and as illustrated in, the accompanying drawings.
